the  celebrated  (;ueen  of  Palmyra 
.Mid  iiic  Ealh  Modern  Europe  has  pro- 
liiiced  leviral  illuftrioiis  women,  who 
have  luflaiiied  with  glory  the  weight  of 
t ’r.pi:\  ;  is  our  own  age  deftftntf  of 
h.ieli  dillinj;nilhed  chara'flers  ;  But  Ze- 
JK'iiM  is  p(  iliaps  the  only  female  whofc 
|-P‘  i  ior  gt  ulus  broke  through  the  ftrvile 
iiuioicu-  c  inipofed  on  her  fex  by  the  tli- 
p'ate  ai.d  manners  of  Afia.  She  claimed 
ii'  r  dclcent  from  the  Macedonian  kings 
‘d  j)t,  equalled  in  beauty  her  ancef- 
‘O-  L'liopatra,  and  far  fiirpafled  that 
•  ’’iieif  ;  in  cliafiily  and  valour.  Zeno- 
i»i  I  was  ePicemed  the  molt  lovely  as  well 
-'  tie*  rnoft  heroic  of  her  fex.  She  was 
‘>i  a  (lark  complexion  (fo**,  in  fpeaking  of 
J*  thefe  triRes  become  imiH)rlantV 
Icelh  wtre  of  a  pt  ariy  whilcncfs,

and  her  large  black  eyes  fparkled  with 
uncomnwn  fire,  tempered  by  the  inoft 
attractive -^Tctncfs.  Her  voice  was 
flrong  and  hai  monions.  Her  manly  un- 
-derltandin'g  was  Hrengthcncd  and  adorn¬ 
ed  by  Itudy^  She  was  not  ignorant  of 
the  Latin  tongue,  but  polTeircd  in  ccpial 
perfection  the  Greek,  the  Syriac,  and  the 
Egyptian  languages.  She  had  drawn  up 
for  her  own  ufc  an  epitome  of  oriental 
hiltory,  and  familiarly  compared  the 
beauties  of  Homer  and  Plato  under  the* 
tuition  of  the  fublime,  Longinus. 

This  accomplifhed  woman  gave  her 
hand  to  Odenathus,  w’ho  from  a  jirivate 
nation  raifed  himfclf  to  the  dominion'VSf 
the  E3ft.  She  fuon  became  the  friend 
and  companion  of  a  hero.  In  the  inter¬ 
vals  of  wMr,  Odenathus  piflionateiy  de¬ 
lighted  in  the  cxercifc  of  hunting ;  he 
purfued  with  ardour  the  wild  iKafts  of 
the  defart,  Hons,  panthers,  and  bears  j 
and  the  ardour  of  Zenobia  in  that  dan¬ 
gerous  amufement  was  not  inferior  ta 
his  own.  She  had  inured  her  conftitu- 
tion  to  fatigue,  difdamed  the  ufe  of  s 
covered  carriage,  generally  appeared  on 
horfcback  in  a  military  haWt,  and  fome- 
times  marched  fcvcral  miles  on  foot  at 
the  Itead  of  the  tro^jps.  The  fucceCi  of 
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OtliMMtliiin  w.is  ill  a  great  mcalurc  aferi- 
bctl  to  her  incoinpaiablt*  prudence  and 
tortiti.de.  'rheir  t'plcndid  victories  o\er 
tl.e  Circ.it  Kin^S  whom  they  twice  piir- 
lucd  jb  far  Uj  *Jie  pates  of  Ctciipiion,  laiil 
the  foimdatiinis  of  their  uidted  fame  and 
power.  I'lie  armies  which  they  com¬ 
manded,  and  the  provinces  whicli  they 
liad  faved,  acknowledged  not  any  oilier 
fovereipiis  l!ian  their  invincible  chiefs. 
The  feiiate  anil  peoj)le  of  Rome  revered 
a  itranper  wlio  had  avenged  their  captive 
einperur  ;  and  even  tJie  infenlible  foil  of 
Valerian  accepted  Odcnathiis  for  his  le- 
pitiinate  colliapuc. 

After  a  fncctfsful  expedition  againft 
the  Ciothic  |)lur.dc:ers  of  Afia,  the  Pal- 
m\  reniaii  prince  returned  to  tiie  city  of 
l-.nu  l'a  in  Sv’i.i.  Invincible  in  war,  he 
was  ilieic  cut  off  by  domeftic  treafon  ; 
and  his  favourite  amubinent  of  hunting 
was  tire  caiife,  or  at  Icalt  the  oeeahon,  of 
hi.  iie.ith.  his  niphew  Maonius  prefu- 
ii'.cil  to  d.avi  his  iavelin  before  that  of  his 
imele  ;  and,  il.otnji  admonilV.id  of  his 
error,  repe*tid  tile  fame  infolenee.  As 
a  mcT'.'icb  ;om1  r.s  a  fnortlinan,  Odena- 
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difdaining  lioth  tlio  fenate  and  G.allicniis, 
obliged  one  of  the  Roman  generals,  who 
was  lent  agaiiill  her,  to  retreat  into  Eu¬ 
rope  with  tlic  lot's  of  his  army  and  his 
retnitation.  Inftead  of  tlic  little  p.aflions 
wliich  fo  frcuueiitly  pirplcx  a  female 
reign,  the  ftcady  adminiflration  of  Zeiio- 
bia  was  guided  by  the  moll;  judicious 
maxims  of  policy.  If  it  was  cxpcdicut 
to  pardon,  flic  could  calm  her  refent- 
ment  :  if  it  was  nccelTary  to  piniilli,  llic 
could  impofc  lilcncc  on  the  voice  of  pity, 
iier  flrict  a’conomy  was  accufed  of  ava¬ 
rice  ;  yet,  on  every  proper  occafion,  llie 
appeared  m.ignilicer.t  ami  libcnil.  I'lic 
neighbouring  nates  of  Arabia,  Armenia, 
and  IVrha,  dreaded  her  enmity,  and  foli- 
citi-d  her  alli.ince.  To  tlic  dominioni  of 
Odenathus,  which  extended  from  the 
Euphrates  to  the  frontiers  of  Bithynia, 
his  w  ivlou' added  the  i n he  it r* nee  of  her 
.aneeflors,  the  populous  and  fertile  king¬ 
dom  of  Egypt.  I'he  liinp.eror  Claudius 
acknowledged  her  merit,  and  was  con¬ 
tent  that,  while  he  purfued  llie  G(»thic 
w.ir,  the  Iboulif  allert  the  dignity  of  the 
empire  in  tlie  Kail.  The  eondiid,  how¬ 
ever,  of  Zenobiii  w  as  attended  with  fome 
.imbiguity  ;  nor  is  it  unlikely  that  the 
hail  inneeived  the  delign  of  erecting  an 
independent  and  hoftile  monarchy.  She 
blended  with  the  popular  manners  ot 
Roman  princes  tlie  f.ately  pomp  of  the 
courts  of  A^fia,  and  exacted  IVom  her 
fubje^ts  the  fame  adoration  that  was 
paid  to  the  fiiccetrors  of  Cyrus,  She  bc- 
fiowed  on  her  tlirce  fons  a  I.-itin  educa¬ 
tion,  and  often  lliew’ed  tlicin  to  the 
troops  adorned  with  the  impciial  purple. 
For  herfilf  Ihe  referved  the  diadem,  with 
the  fplemlid  but  doubtful  title  of  Queen 
of  the  E.ill. 

W’hen  Aunllan  palVed  over  into  Afia 
againit  au  .u’.verfary  whofe.  fex  alone 
eniiid  ri’iuler  her  an  ubicift  of  contempt, 
liis  prefence  retlored  obedience  to  the 
jv.o\ince  of  nilhynia,  already  ihakcii  by 
the  arm^  and  intrigues  of  Zcnobla.  Ad- 
\anel:ig  .it  the  he.id  of  his  legions,  he  ac- 
ee]'>tiil  the  fubmillion  of  Ancyra,  and 
was  ailmitted  into  'i'yana,  after  an  oblli- 
Hate  liege,  by  the  lielp  of  a  pertidious  ci* 
ti/en.  'Ehe  generous,  tb.o’  fierce  tcmi)er 
of  Aurelian  abandoned  the  traitor  to  the 
r.igc  of  the  foldiers  :  a  fuperllilious  reve- 
icnee  indugCvl  him  to  treat  w  ith  lenity  the 
cour.tnmen  Apollonius  the  phllolb- 
fher.  Antioch  was  defcited  on  his  aiv- 
proach,  till  the  em|)eror,  by  his  falutary 
edacti',  recalled  tiic  lugitivcc,  and  grant.* 
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ed  a  general  pnrdon  to  all  who,  from  ne- 
^dViiv  r.illicr  tlum  choice,  had  been  en- 
'  Mged  in  tiie  fervice  of  tlie  Palmyrenian 
tjiita  n.  'I'he  unexpected  mildnefs  of  fuch 
a  conduct  reconciled  the  minds  of  the 
Syri.uivS,  and,  as  far  as  the  gates  of  Eme- 

l. 1,  t!ie  wiihes  of  the  people  feconded  the 
tir  or  nf  his  arms. 

/cnobia  would  have  ill  deferved  her 
rcjM'.talit)!!,  had  Ihc  indolently  permitted 
tht  cinpeior  of  the  Well  to  approach 
within  an  hundred  miles  of  her  capital. 
T>'i“  r.Mc  of  the  Eaft  was  decided  in  two 
great  h.'.ttlrs,  fo  limilar  in  almoft  every 
V  rcmnllance,  that  we  can  fcarcely  diftin- 
guiiii  tiicm  from  each  other,  except  by 
v.lit’crvlog  th.at  the  lirft  was  fought  near 
Antioch,  and  the  fecond  near  Emefa. 

In  ootli  the  (pieen  of  Palmyra  animated 
t'-.c  armies  hy  her  prefence,  and  devolved 
liic  cxcculion  of  her  orders  on  Zabdas, 
r.liohad  already  fignali/ed  his  military 
talents  hy  the  conqucll  of  Egypt.  The 
miincrous  forces  of  Zeiiobia  conlilled  for 
the  molt  part  of  light  archtrs,  and  of 
luMvy  c.ivalry  cloathed  incomplete  ftecl. 
'Hie  Moorilh  and  Illyrian  horl'e  of  Aure- 
iian  were  unable  to  fuftain  the  ponderous 
cii.irgc  of  their  ahtagonills.  They  lied 
:m  real  or  atfected  diforder,  engaged  tlie 
I'alinyrcninns  in  a  laborious  purfuit,  har- 
r.!!l'  (1  them  by  a  defultory  combat,  and 
t  lalt  d.ifcomtited  this  impenetrable,  but 
'niwcildy  body  of  cavalry.  The  light 
•nl.uitry,  iu  the  mean  time,  when  they 
hail  eyluniltcd  their  quivers,  remaining 
witliout  j)rotection  againft  a  clofer  onfet, 

'*  .;''ol(ii  their  naked  tides  to  the  fwords 
o;  the  ligions.  Aurelian  had  chofen  thefe 
H'tcran  troivps  who  were  ufually  Itation- 
'‘1  on  t!i  .*  Upper  Danube,  and  whofe  va- 
i  ’’ir  inui  been  fevcrely  tried  in  the  Alle- 

m. iiinie  war.  After  the  defeat  of  Emefa, 
Ai  iK.hi.'i  found  it  impoflible  to  collcCl  a 
‘hiid  army.'  As  far  as  the  frontiers  of 

tiie  nations  fubjedl  to  her  empire 
‘‘•>ii  joint  d  tlie  ftandard  of  the  conque- 
^’r,  who  ilet.iched  Probus,  the  bravetl  of 
I  n  gintmals,  to  potfefs  himfelf  of  the 
’I’il'ti  in  provinces.  Palmyra  was  the 
’■  >1  rci'oiirce  of  tlu*  widow’  of  Oden^thns. 
h  !<  rti’ncd  within  the  walls  of  her  capi- 
* in.ule  every  prc])aration  for  a  vigo- 
rou,  rerulance,  and  declared,  w’ith  the 
ij'trcnijlity  of  a  heroine,  that  the  laft  mo- 
t  ol  her  reign  and  of  her  life  tlioiiUl 
^'cthc  I'ame. 

^  Aniit]  the  l>arren  Cicfarts  of  Arabia,  a 
'  rultivatcd  fpots  rife  like  illands  out 
ti  e  f.iiuly  (Kean.  Even  the  name  of 


Tadmor,  or  Palmyra,  by  its  fignlfication 
in  the  Syriac,  as  well  as  in  the  J.atin  lan¬ 
guage,  denoted  the  multitude  of  palm- 
trees  wliich  afforded  lliadc  and  verdure 
to  that  temperate  region.  The  air  w  as 
pure,  and  the  foil,  w’atered  by  fome  in¬ 
valuable  fprings,  was  capable  of  prinlu- 
cing  fruits  as  w'ell  as  corn.  A  place  pof- 
felled  of  fuch  lingular  advantages,  and 
fituated  at  a  convenient  dillance  *  l>e- 
tween  the  gnlph  of  IVrIia  and  the  Medi¬ 
terranean,  was  foon  frccpicnted  by  the 
caravans  wdiich  conveyed  to  the  nations 
of  Europe  a  conlidcrable  part  of  the  rich 
commodities  of  India.  Palmyra  infenli- 
bly  increafed  into  an  opulent  and  ind«‘- 
pendent  city,  and,  commuting  the  Roman 
and  the  Parthian  monarclijes  hy  the  mu¬ 
tual  benefits  of  coinmeree,  w.is  fuffered 
to  ohferve  an  humble  neutrality,  till  at 
length,  after  the  victories  of  '1  rajan,  the 
little  republic  funk  into  the  b'ofmn  of 
Koine,  and  flourilhed  more  tlun  one 
hundred  years  in  the  fuhortrinate,  though 
honouraiile  rank  of  a  colony.  It  was  du¬ 
ring  that  peaceable  ptmiocl,  if  we  may. 
judge  from  a  few  remaining  inferiptions, 
tint  the  w’ealthy  Palmyrcnians  conllriKit- 
cd  thofe  temples,  palaces,  and  porticos 
of  Grecian  architci^ture,  whole  ruins, 
feattered  over  an  extent  of  fcveral  miles, 
have  deferved  the  curiolity  of  our  travel¬ 
lers.  The  elevation  of  OJenalhiis  and 
Zenobia  appeared  to  reflect  new  fplen- 
dour  on  their  country,  and  Palmyra,  for 
a  w’hile,  ftood  forth  the  rival  of  Rome  ; 
but  the  com  petition  wms  fatal,  and  ages 
of  profperity  were  facrificcd  to  a  moment 
of  glory  f. 

In  his  march  over  the  fandy  dcfait  be¬ 
tween  Emefa  and  Palmyra,  the  Emperor 
Aurelian  was  perpetually  harraHeil  by 
the  Arabs  ;  nor  could  he  always  defend 
his  army,  and  efpecblly  his  baggage,

Calamitous,  however,  as  that  titua- 
tion  w’as,  it  ferved  as  a  fort  of  refuge  to 
thofe  who  were  either  zealous  in  favour 
of  the  king’s  government,  or  fo  diilatis- 
fied  with  the  new  Bate  of  things,  that 
they  could  no  longer  live  with  comfort, 
fome  of  them  hardly  w'ith  fafety,  in  their 
own  homes. 

It  was  even  feared,  that  the  military 
florcs  wumld  fail,  aiul  fait  provilions  at 
length  grew  fcarce.  The  troops  at  Ban¬ 
ker's  Hill  underwent  great  hardlhips,  U*- 
ing  obliged  to  lie  in  tents  all  the  winter, 
under  the  driving  fnows,  and  expofed  ii# 
the  almoll  intolerably  cutting  winds  of 
the  cUmatc  in  that  ieafon,  which,  with 
the  ftriCt  and  conUant  duty  occafioned  by 
the  rtrength  and  vicinity  of  the  enemy, 
rendered  that  fervicc  exceedingly  fevere 
both  to  the  private  men  and  oHieers. 
Various  attempts  were  made  to  remedy, 
or  to  leHeii  fomc  of  the  wants  w  hicli  now 
prevailed  in  the  army.  'I'hat  of  firing, 
which  was  the  nudt  immediately  and  in¬ 
tolerably  pfcfling,  was  in  foine  ineafurc 
relieved  by  the  deftrinitioii  of  hoiifes. 

The  attempts  made  to  procure  pi  ovr** 
fions  were  not  attended  with  any  great-- 
fuccefs.  Some  vefi'cls  which  were  feiit  to 
Barbadoes  obtainetl,  through  the  allif- 
lancc  of  tlie  governor,  and  !)cforc  tl.c 
matter  was  fully  known,  a  unar.iity  fo 
moderate,  that  it  w'o’ild  not  at  utficr 
times  have  Ih-cii  more  taken  notice  of 
than  any  common  occurrence  in  trade ; 
but  being  now  c.it  oft*  from  their  ufiial 
refoiirces,  and  having,  as  they  fai-b  a  fa¬ 
mine  Haring  them  in  the  face,  with 
So, 000  blacks  and  10,000  whites  to  feed, 
and  no  fiiflieicnt  ftoek  in  hand,  nor  no 
certain  fupr-ly  in  profpciJf,  the  meafui’c 
was  ileemetl  fo  dangerous,  thatitocca-* 
lioned  a  direit  add  refs  from  the  alfemhly 
to  the  king,  including,  along  with  the  de¬ 
tail  of  their  own  melancholy  fituation, 
llrong  complaints  againit  the  conduct  of 
the  governor.

'J'liis  was  an  ordnance  Ihip 
f'^om  W'oohvieh,  wliich  had  unfortunate¬ 
ly  fenarated  from  her  convoy,  and  being 
bc'-felf  of  uo  force,  was  taken  without 
de'Vnee  by  a  fmall  privateer.  This  velTd 
co;it.iiiMd,  ])elides  a  large  mortar  upon  a 
new  cor.^^riKttior.,  fevcnil  pieces  of  fine 
b.r.vls  c.inr.on,  a  large  quantity  of  fmall 
Tt'-rns  ami  ammunition,  with  all  manner 
of  toolr,  utciilils,  and  machines,  necefiary 
loT  camps  and  artillery,  in  the  greatefta- 
biindancc.  'I'he  lofs  of  this  (hip  was 
much  refenttd  In  England,  and  occalion- 
e<l  forne  very  fevrn  auimadveiEion  upon 
the  admiralty,  bv>th  within  doors  and 
without,  for  haz.arding  a  cargo  of  fiicb 
Willie  and  importance  in  a  defencelefi 
veirel. 

‘I’Ik  tranf’uiility  .at  Bnflon  was  in  the 
beginning  of  M.arch  unexpciltedly  broken 
in  ii]H)n,  by  tome  fudden  and  unexpected 
movements  on  the  fuIc  of  the  rebels.  It 
is  faid,  tliat  .is  loon  as  the  congrefs  had 
received  intelligence  of  the  prohibitory 
act,  a.nd  of  the  hiring  of  foreign  troops, 
tin  y  immcdlalt  ly  difpatched  inftrudlions 
to  fT*n.  Mkifnington,  totally  to  change 
the  inodt  of  carrying  on  the  war,  and  to 
br’i's:  ati'ai’-s  at  Hutton  to  the  fpccdielt 
dc  'iliou  that  was  poifiblc,  in  order  that 
tlw  army  might  be  difengaged,  and  at  li* 
birty  to  oi^pole  the  new  dangeis  with 
wi  Ifh.  tluy  'verc  threatened.

tome  of  the  neighbouring  hills,  would 
e  )inm.ind  the  town,  a  confidcrable  part,

V.  heiiec  an  embarkation  inufc  take  place 
iii  the  event  of  a  retreat,  and  render  the 
eoinmunication  between  the>  troops  in 
tiie  works  at  lloftou  Neck,  and  the  main 
hotly,  diflicult  and  dangerous. 

In  thefe  circumllanees  110  alternative 
winaiiied,  but  to  abandon  the  town,  or 
dillod  .;c  the  enemy  and  deftroy  the  new 
ivorks.  Gen.  IJowe,  with  his  ufual  fpi- 
lit  and  relbUilion,  adopted  the  latter,  and 
took  the  necellhry  mcafures  for  the  em- 
h.irkation,  on  that  very  evening,  of  live 
legiinents,  with  the  light  infantry  and 
yrenadien*,  upon  a  fcrvice,  W’hich  tlie 
'vliwlc  army  mull  of  courfe  have  been  ul- 
tinnfely  engaged  in.  This  dellgn  was 
Iruiti  aU'd  by  the  intervention  of  a  drea'd- 
tiil  llonn  at  night,  which  rendered  the 
<nii>ark;ition  impradicable,  and  thereby 
prohably  prevented  the  lols  of  a  great 
luiirihcr  of  brave  men,  if  not  of  the  whole 
army. 

It  is  not,  however,  to  be  wondered  at, 
that  with  a  high  fenfe  of  the  BritiQi  mi- 
‘'t.u  y  honour,  as  well  as  of  his  own,  the 
ycncrjil  Ihould  hazard  much,  rather  than 
uilmiit  to  the  indignity  of  abandoning 
tnv  town.  He  commanded  a  force, 
'’■lixli  he  knew'  had  been  confidered  .and 
irpaTcntcd  litre  as  fuRicient  to  look

which  they  poflefled,  w'oulcl  have  been 
deemed  refpeCtablc  in  any  country,  an4 
dangerous  by  any  enemy.  Witli  fuch 
troops,  to  give  up  that  town  which  had 
been  ilie  original  caufe  of  the  war,  and 
tjie  conftant  object  of  contention  lincc 
its  commencement, to  a  raw  and  defpifed 
militia,  (eemed,  cxchifive  of  all  other  ill 
confeciuences,.  a  difgiace  not  to  be 
borne.  But  theic  brave  men  had,  by  a 
variety  of  events,  and  perhaps  it  will  be 
thought,  through  original  error  and  mif- 
condud  in  the  arrangement  of  the  war, 
been  reduced  to  lucli  circumflances,  and 
hedged  in  in  I'uch  a  manner,  that  no 
means  were  left  for  an  exertion  of  their 
force  and  courage,  that  were  not  fubjed 
to  the  greatcit  danger,  without  alfording 
a  prol'ped  of  fuccefs. 

Fortune  prevented  this  puTilous  trial  in 
the  firll  inltance.  On  the  day  that  fucr 
ceeded  the  Icrnpcft,  the  dellgn  was  rc- 
alfumcd  ;  but  upon  a  nearer  infpedion  it 
was  difeovered,  that  a  new  work  had 
been  thrown  up,  w'hicli  was  Itronger 
than  any  of  the  former,  and  that  the 
whole  were  now  fo  completely  fortilied, 
that  all  hope  of  forcing  them  was  at  an 
end.  It  l^came  clear  alfo,  that  Bullou 
was  not  a  fituation  very  happily  chofen 
for  the  improvement  of  any  advantage 
which  might  be  obtained  tow'ards  thcre- 
diK^tion  of  the  colonies. 

Nothing  itow  remained  but  to  aban¬ 
don  the  tow'ii,  and  to  convey  the  troops, 
artl|lei7,  and  (lores,  on  board  the  (hips. 
Nor  was  this  laft  rtfort  free  from  diffi¬ 
culty  and  danger.  The  enemy,  how¬ 
ever,  continued  cpiiet  in  their  works,  and 
made  not  the  finallelt  attempt  to  obllrud 
the  embarkation,  or  even  to  molcll  the 
rear.  It  is  faid,  ami,  though  it  v^as  poli- 
tively  denied  by  the  miniffers  in  both 
lioiifes,  feems  to  be  generally  iK-licved, 
th.it  fome  kind  of  convention  or  agree* 
ment,  whether  verbal,  or  only  under- 
flood  by  fccondary  means,  was  eflablifh- 
cd  between  tlie  commanders  in  chief  oo 
each  fide,  and  that  the  ahftaining  from 
hoftllity  on  the  one,  was  the  condition  of 
laving  the  town  on  the  other.

Wlial  they  fiitfered  bronpht  on 
intcwtious  and  mortal  dillempers,  the 
lalt  caUmilv  that  vihts  hrueged  cities, 
and  which  iiiled  up  the  meaturc  of  tlicir 

WOt‘». 

Itut,  under  the  prefTnre  of  fo  many  and 
luch  various  evils,  the  ipirit  of  Gnatinm- 
rin  rrinaiiud  firm  and  unfiibiliied.  lie 
rejected,  witfi  Icoin,  every  overtuie  of 
peace  from  Co:ie.',  and  difdaininj?  the 
idea  of  Inbmiltinp  to  the  oppiefi'ors  of 
his  country,  determined  not  to  furvivc 
Its  ruiri^.  The  Spaniards  continued 
their  progrefs.  At  length  all  the  three 
dixifinns  penetrated  into  the  great 
Itpiarc  in  the  ecnlcr  of  the  city,  and 
nude  a  lu  uie  lodgment  ther«.  'I'hree- 
Umrths  of  the  city  were  now  reduced, 
and  laid  in  ruins.  T'lie  remaining  quar 
ter  was  lo  do  ely  prelVcd,  tn.at  it  could 
Tiot  long  witnfijiul  allailants  who  attac*> 
ked  it  from  I’.icir  new  ilation  w  ith  fnpe- 
rior  arlvantage,  and  more  afl'ured  expec¬ 
tation  of  fuccefs.

At  once  the  rowers  diopt  Ihcii 
oars,  and  all  on  board,  throwing  down 
their  arms,  conjured  him  with  cries  and 
tears  to  forbear,  a.s  the  ennperor  wai 
tficre.  Holguin  eagerly  feized  his  prize, 
and  Guatimoziu,  with  a  dignified  com- 
pofnre,  gave  tiimfelf  up  into  hii  hands, 
requeuing  only  tli.it  no  infult  might  be 
ofiered  to  tlie  emprefs  or  his  children. 
When  conducted  to  Cortes,  he  appeared 
neither  with  the  fullen  fiercenefs  of  a 
barb.iri.H,  nor  with  the  dejection  of  a 
fupplicant.  “  I  have  done,"  faid  he, 
addielfing  himfelf  to  the  Spanifti  general, 
“  what  became  a  monarch.  I  have  dc- 
fendctl  my  people  to  the  laft  extremity. 
Nothing  now'  remains  but  to  die.  Take 
this  dagger,"  laying  his  hand  on  one 
which  Cortes  wore,  “  plant  it  in  my 
brealt,  and  put  an  end  to  a  lilc  which 
can  iio  longer  be  of  ufe." 

As  foon  as  the  fate  of  their  fovereigt 
w'as  know  n,  the  rcliftance  of  the  Mexi¬ 
cans  ceafed  ;  and  Cortes  took  pofleflion 
of  that  fmall  part  of  the  capital  which 
yet  remained  undeftroyed.  Thuslcrmi- 
natcil  the  liege  of  Mexico,  the  moft  me¬ 
morable  event  in  the  conqucit  of  Ame¬ 
rica.  It  continued  feventy-five  days# 
hardly  one  of  w'liich  pafl'ed  without  fomh 
extraordinary  eifort  of  one  party  in  the 
attack,  or  of  the  oihcr  in  the  defence  of 
a  city,  on  the  fate  of  which  both  knew 
that  the  fortune  of  the  empire  depended. 
As  the  druggie  here  was  more  obftinatc, 
it  was  like  wife  more  equal  than  any  be- 
twren  the  inliabitants  of  the  Old  and 
New  Worlds.  I'lie  great  abilities  of 
Guatimo/iii,  the  number  of  his  troops, 
the  peculiar  fit  nation  of  his  capital,  lo 
far  counterbalanced  the  fuperiorily  of 
the  Spaniards  in  arms  and  difcipline,  that 
they  muft  hive  relinquilhed  the  enter- 
pril'e,  if  they  had  trullcd  for  fuccefs  to 
theimblvcs  alone.  )>nt  Mexico  was  o- 
NCI  turned  by  the  jealoufy  of  neighbours 
who  dic.idtd  its  power,  and  by  the  re¬ 
volt  of  lubjciits  impatient  to  fliake  off 
yoke.  By  their  etfcdual  aid,  Cortes 
was  enabled  to  accoiiiplilU  what,  with* 
out  Inch  fnpport,  he  w’ould  hardly  have 
ventuied  to  attempt.  How  much  focycr 
this  account  of  the  redu»5tion  ot  Mexico 
may  detract,  on  the  one  hand,  from  ibf 
marvellous  relations  of  fome  Spami” 
w  riters,  by  aferibing  th.it  to  fimplc 
obvious  caufes  which  they  attribute  to 
tlie  romantic  valourof  their  countrymen, 

it  adds,  Oil  the  other,  to  the  merit  ao» 
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of  Cortes,  who,  iin(!cr  every  dif- 
aJv.iiU.ijie,  av(iLiiicd  I'uch  an  alcciulant 
over  iiukiunvn  nations,  as  to  render  them 
if.rtrummt.s  towards  carrying  his  i'chemts 
jiiU)  execution. 

'I'he  exultation  of  the  Spaniards,  on 
;cconipliihiup  this  arduous  enterprife, 
w.j}.  at  tirlt  exceHive.  But  this  was 
ciiickly  damped  by  the  cruel  dilappoint- 
nuiit  of  thofe  faiiguine  ht)peft,  which 
had  animated  them  aniidll  fo  many  hard- 
i  and  ilangers.  Irftead  of  the  inex- 
!  haultible  wealth  which  they  expc<51cd 
!  hi)in  hecoming  mailers  of  Montezuma’s

I  ^  ♦‘‘lew.  But  the  liigh-lpiritcd  prince. 


darting  on  him  a  look  of  authority  ming¬ 
led  with  fcoi  n,  checked  his  weaknels  by 
alking,  “  Am  1  now  repofing  on’  a  bed 
of  flowers  Over-aw'ed  by  the  re¬ 
proach,  he  perfevered  in  his  dutiful  li- 
lence,  and  expired.  Cortes,  alhamed  of 
a  fccne  fo  horiid,  ref'ened  the  royal  vic¬ 
tim  from  the  hands  (»f  his  torturers,  and 
prolonged  a  life  rcfcrved  for  new  indig¬ 
nities  and  fufferings. 

The  fate  of  the  capital,  as  both  parties 
had  forefeen,  decided  that  of  the  empire. 
The  provinces  fubmiited  one  after  ano¬ 
ther  to  the  conquerors.  Small  detach¬ 
ments  of  Spaniards  marching  through 
them  without  interriipfion,  penetrated 
in  different  quarters  to  the  great  Sou¬ 
thern  Ocean,  which,  recording  t.»  the 
ideas  of  Columbus,  they  imagined  would 
open  a  ftiort  as  well  as  cafy  p  jlfige  lo  the 
Fall  Indies,  and  fecure  to  the  crown  of 
Caltile  all  the  envied  wealth  of  tliofe  fer¬ 
tile  regions  ;  and  the  aclive  mind  of  Cor¬ 
tes  began  already  to  f  urn  rcf.cmes  for  at¬ 
tempting  this  impor’art  iHfanery.

No.  1.  The  Clyfier,

of  mallows,  and  boil  them  in  a  fufficlcnt 
(jnantity  of  water,  mixing  with  it  a  little 
fait,  and,  when  firaincd  oft',  add  tw# 
ounces  of  olive  oil. 

No.  3.  The  Specific*

ror)t  of  the  male  fern,  gathered  in  au¬ 
tumn,  and  reduced  to  a  very  fine  pow¬ 
der,  in  four  or  fix  ounces  of  water  diftil- 
led  from  fern,  or  the  flowers  of  the  line 
tree.  Jt  will  be  right  f.jr  the  patient  to 
‘  drink  two  or  three  times  of  the  fame  i 
water,  rincing  his  glafs  with  it,  fo  that 
none  of  the  powder  may  remain  either 
in  the  glafs  or  his  mouth.

duce  each*of  thefe  fubftances  |t'eparatfly 
into  powder,  and  then  mix  them  with 
fume  conferve  into  a  bolus.** 

With  refpeOt  to  the  ufe  of  thofe  i<- 
medies,  we  meet  with  the  following  in¬ 
formation. 

“  Madame  Nonffer  requires  of  her 
patients  no  particular  preparation  till  the 
day  before  they  arc  to  take  the  remedy* 

1  hat  day  they  arc  to  avoid  all  aliment 
after  dinner,  till  about  feven  or  eight 
o’clock  at  night,  when  they  are  to  take 
tlie  f(Mip  No.  1.  About  a  quarter  of  an 
hour  after  this,  ftie  gives  them  a  bifciiit 
and  a  pUfs  of  whi^c  wine,  cither  pure  or 
'mixed  with  water  ;  the  even  gives  watef 
alone  lo  thefe  who  have  not  been  accul-

tnmcvl  to  wine.  If  the  patient  has  not 
km  to  ftool  that  day,  or  is  naturally  cof- 
t:\c  (which  is  not  ui'ual  howyvtr  with 
piticnis  in  this  way),  Madame  Nouft'er 
directs  the  life  of  the  clyitcr  Mo.  i.  after 
w  hich  the  patient  is  to  go  to  bed. 

“  Kjrly  the  next  morniiig,  about  eight 
or  nine  hours  after  the  lupper  of  the  pre- 
t.diiig  evening,  the  patient  takes  the 
ipccific  No.  j.  in  bed,  ;>nd.  to  avoid  the 
raiiloa  which  this  medicine  fometimes 
eaalii'ns,  it  will  be  right  for  him  to 
vUw  lemon,  or  fomethiiig  clle  that  ii 
sgreeti  le  to  him,  or  he  may  vvalh  his 
inoulh  with  any  thing  he  likes,  but  he 
rnn(\  he  cartful  not  to  fwallovv  any 
Me  may  likewife  fmell  to  vinc- 
c  ir,  to  check  the  fickners  ;  but  if,  not- 
withlhuiding  all  his  eti'orts,  the  iiauiea 
foiitiiuies,  and  lie  is  obliged  to  throw  up 
tk  Iptcific,  it  will  be  right  for  him  to 
t  ike  .iiKither  dole  of  it,  as  foon  as  the 
111. knda  is  gone  off,  and  then  he  Ihoiild 
f7  to  go  to  lleep.  About  twt»  hours 
iitvi  thii;,  he  mult  get  up,  and  take  the 
iniigiiig  bolus  No.  4.  at  one  or  tw'o  dif- 
ftitiu  times,  walhing  it  down  with  one 
rr  two  diflics  or  weak  green  tea,  and 
vaiking  afterwards  about  his  chamber. 
U’hen  the  bolus  begins  to  operate,  the 
V’tient  is  dchied  to  take  a  difti  of  the 
la?:ie  lea  occalionally,  until  the  w'orm  is 
»'<pcll(d  ;  then,  ami  not  before,  Madame 
Nouiier  i^ives  him  broth  or  foup,  and  he 
directed  to  dine  as  is  ufual  after  taking 
phuic.  Afkr  dinner  he  may  either  lie 
dovvi)  or  w  ilk,  taking  care  to  condur^t 
Mrnltlf  dircreetly,  to  eat  but  little  fup- 

4iid  to  avoid  every  thing  that  is  not 
y  ot  digeltion. 

cure  is  then  compleat  ;  but  it 
^  not  always  effer^ed  with  the  fame 
‘jnicknels  in  every  fubjeift.  He  who  has 
not  kept  down  the  w'holc  bolus,  or  who 
‘wioi  lafficiently  purged  by  it,  ought  to 
‘dM*,  ttnir  liours  after  it,  from  tw'o  to 
n\.!ni  drachms  of  F.pfom  fait  diffolved  in 
l'‘*iling  water.  I'he  dofe  of  this  fait 
’n.i?  i»e  varied  according  to  the  tem¬ 
perament  and  other  eircumffaaces  of  the 
P  '’h  nt. 

If  the  worm  fliouM  not  come  away 
I  bundle,  but  in  the  form  of  a  thread 
."hich  particularly  happens  when  the 
V. o.m  is  involved  in  much  tenacious 
»  "ciiH  ,  the  patient  muff  coutinuc  to  fit 
‘b  Ml  the  clofe-ffool  without  attempting 
dr4W  it  away,  drinking  , at  the  fame 
lime  warm  weaic  tea  ;  fometiroes  this 
'•^nc  is  not  fulliciciit,  and  tbc  patient  it 


obliged  to  take  another  dofe  of  purgin|^ 
fait,  but  without  varying  hts  pofition  till 
the  worm  is  w  holly  expelled. 

“  It  is  unufual  foe  patients  who  have 
kept  down  both  the  fpeeibc  and  purging 
dofe,  not  to  difeharge  the  worm  befoie 
dinner-time.  This, however,  fometiineo 
happens  w'hen  the  dea  l  worm  remains  in 
large  bundles  in  the  inteffines,  fu  that 
the  focces  becoming  more  limpid  towards 
the  end  of  the  purging,  pafs  by  it  with¬ 
out  drawing  it  with  them.  The  patient 
may  in  this  cai'c  cat  dinner ;  and  (it  has 
been  obfervtd  that  the  food,  joined  to 
the  ufe  of  a  elyfler,  has  brought  about 
the  expulfion  of  the  worm. 

“  Sometimes  the  wonn  is  brought 
away  by  the  aiflion  of  the  fpecihe  alone, 
before  the  patient  has  taken  tbc  purging 
bolus ;  when  this  happens,  Madame 
Nonffer  only  gives  two-thirds  of  it,  or 
fubftitiites  the  fait  in  its  Head. 

“  Patients  muft  not  be  alarmed  by 
any  fenfation  of  heat  or  uncafincfs  they 
may  feel  during  the  aiflioa  of  the  reme¬ 
dy,  cither  before  or  after  a  copious  eva¬ 
cuation,  or  juff  as  they  are  about  to 
void  the  worm.  Thefc  fehfations  are 
tranfitory,  and  go  off  of  their  own  ac¬ 
cord,  or  by  the  affiAance  of  the  vapour 
of  vinegar  drawn  in  at  the  nofe. 

“  Tliofc  who  have  vomitcil  both  the 
fpccific  ami  bolus,  or  who  have  kept 
dowm  only  a  part  of  them,  fometimes 
do  not  void  the  worm  that  day.  Ma¬ 
dame  Nouffer  therefore  diredls  them  to 
take  .again  that  night  the  foup  No.  i. 
the  wine  and  bifeuit,  and,  it  ciicuin- 
ftances  require  it,  the  clyitcr  No.  1.  If 
the  worm  does  not  come  away  during 
the  night,  Ihc  givc.i  them,  early  next 
morning,  another  dofe  <»f  the  fpecilic, 
and  two  hours  .attenvards  lix  drathms 
or  an  ounce  of  purging  f.iU,  repealing 
the  whole  f.rfH:tf..  of  the  preceding  day, 
excepting  ilie  bolus,  w'i.ich  flic  lupprcl- 
fes. 

She  obferves,  that  very  hot  weather 
dimiiiiltiCK,  in  fomc  degree,  the  action 
of  her  remedy  ;  llie  therefore  piefers  the 
month  ot  September  for  admiiiiltcrirg 
it  ;  but  as  (he  h;u>  not  Ixen  always  able 
to  cluifc  tlie  fcalon,  and  has  been  Ibmc- 
tiines  obliged  to  undertake  the  cure  of 
patients  in  the  hut  tell  days  of  funiirer, 
die  then  gave  her  fpccific  very  early  in 
the  morning;  and,  with  this  nrtcaul ion, 
ftie  law  no  difference  in  its  cffedls.”  ~
